Test Suggest Life Comes From Dirty Ice

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
go v ernment has agreetl under 
nressure to reo pen the case o f a 
Fo o d a~d Drug Adminis’ratio n 
scientist who was demo ted and 
allegedly harassed after accus­ 
ing superio rs o f burying adv erse 
findings cm fo o d chemicals. 
At the insistence o f Sen.. W ar­ 
ren G. Magnuso n, D-Wash., El­ 
io t L. Richardso n, secretary o f 
health, educatio n and welfare, 
has agreed to inv estigate wheth­ 
er the FDA ig"o res adv ice o f its 
o wn seien’ists and manipulates 
labo rato ry da‘a to hide dangers 
o f bo rne fo o d additiv es and pes­ 
ticides. 
Magnuso n, chairm an o f the 
Senate apjn-o priatio ns subco m ­ 
mittee that o v ersees the IIEW 
budget demanded the pro be in 
a Dec. 22 letter to Richardso n. 
He referred to two FDA pa­ 
tho lo gists who se charges o f ad­ 
m inistrativ e 
m ism anagem ent 
were disclo sed by The Asso ciat­ 
ed Press The two recently ac­ 
cepted transfers to the new En­ 
v iro nm ental Pro tectio n Agency. 
One o f the scientists, Dr. Ho w­ 
ard L. It'chardso n—no relatio n 
to the HEW secretary—was re­ 
placed as the FDA’s chief pa­ 
tho lo gist May 19 after unearth­ 
ing a 1950 agency study cn the 
safety o f the artificial sweeten­ 
er cy cla mate. 
The ex p erm en t sho wed the 
sam e cancer dangers that led to 
the go v ernm ent’s ban o n eycla- 
m ate 20 years later, Dr. Rich* 
ardso n said. This finding and 
o thers by FDA scientists hav e 
been maiupulMedo r igno red by 
superio r» fo r years, ho said in 
an internal m emo randum.

Such a conference supposedly 
would strengthen the feeling 
among many Europeans that 
the defense link between North 
America and Western 
Europe 
is no longer needed to deter So­ 
viet aggression. Faith in his link 
has been the basis of foreign 
policy among the member na­ 
tions for more than 21 years. 
The 
Western 
allies 
refuse 
even to start exploring the 
chances for a conference, in the 1 
w ay the Soviets want, until: 
there is agreement on the future 
of Berlin. They made that plain 
at a meeting in Brussels in ear­ 
ly December. Now, they say, 
the next move is up to Moscow. 
There is pressure in Western 
Europe for a conference. Many 
Europeans ask why East and 
West cannot Hit down and settle 
their difference so both Ameri­ 
can ami Soviet troops can go 
home. 
Western diplomats and sol­ 
diers see at least two reasons 
why they should not, at least not 
right away: 
—The Americans would be a 
long way from Europe when 
they got home, while the Soviets 
w’ould still be right next door;

ments, and the Soviets have not 
shown much sign of wanting to 
use them.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
father-son team that ran Twen­ 
tieth Century Fox for the past 
e'ght years has broke* up with 
the resignation of Richard D. 
Zanuck as president of the film 
studio his father, Darryl F. Zan­ 
uck, put together in 1935. 
The younger Zanuck, presi­ 
dent since August 1909, flew- 
here from California to submit 
his resignation Tuesday at a 
board of director’s meeting. His 
father will continue as chair­ 
man of the board and chief ex­ 
ecutive officer. 
The 36-year-old Richard Zan-1 
uck had come under criticism 
from some directors and bank 
lenders who felt he has not I 
made enough profitable motion 
pictures since taking charge of 
production at the studio in 1962.

Ile was referring to the work 
of Dr. R. G. Edwards afd col­ 
laborators who have succeeded 
in fertilizing hum an female eggs 
wilh fresh sperm outside the 
womb, and developing them to 
the stage at V'hich they would 
normally become implanted in 
the wall of a woman’s womb. 
The British scientists have not 
yet implanted such an embryo 
into a woman. And they have 
said that wheel they do, it would 
only be to allow child bearing 
by women whose oviducts, or 
egg tubes, are blocked. 
But Glass, in his farewell ad­ 
dress at the 137th meeting of the 
association, declared, “ It should 
bt* obvious that the technique 
car. be quickly and widely ex­ 
tended.”

—“ Prenatal adoption" of ba­ 
bies—that is, babies artificially

—Allowance of the selection of 
especially healthy donors, both 
male and female. 
—Determination of the sex of

These foods may be a factor, 
but not as common as other 
reasons for excess gas. 
Many 
people who eat end 
drink rapidly swallow a great 
deal of air that accum ulates 
and becomes “ lockedup” in the 
stomach. 
Notice how often this bloated 
feeling occurs when you have 
eaten hurriedly, are tense or are 
in a 
heated discussion while 
eating. 
Children, too, tend to swallow 
a great deal of air. Infants who 
suck a milk bottle, collect gas 
in the sam e way. All of us have 
waited for that m agical burp 
that frees the loekedup gases 
and brings relief.

Medicare 


Costs Rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
aged must pay 6 per cent more 
for supplemental medicare ben­ 
efits next July I largely because 
of rising doctor charges, the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare announced today. 
The current $5.30 a month 
prem.um will increase to $5.60 a 
month for the 19.5 million medi­ 
care subscribers. This is far 
less than the $1.30, or 32 per 
cent, increase announced last 
December for the current fiscal 
year. 
Most of the latest increase 
was attributed to the expected 
6.7 per cent jump in the amount 
of doctors’ fees covered by med­ 
icare and to an estimated 2 per 
cent rise in the use of physi­ 
cians’ services. 
HEW said an estimated 15 per 
cent increase in the cost and 
utilization of such institutional 
services as hospital outpatient 
clinics will account for the re­ 
mainder of the premium rise. 
Supplemental medicare meets 
parts of the clderly’s nonhospi- 
tai medical expenses. The gov­ 
ernment, which matches individ­ 
ual contributions, will pay cut 
an additional $70 million from 
general revenues next year be

Beck, a graduate student in 
the Johns Hopkins University 
school of hygiene and public 
heai.h, elaborated on his study 
in an interview, iii which he 
pointed out that’, f»V dog popula­ 
tion in the United States is 
growing faster than the human 
population. 
It is estimated, Beck said, 
that there are 611,000 dog bites 
a year in the United States. 
While the clanger of rabies iii 
this country is not great at 
present, the bites are painful 
and children particularly can be 
badly luul, he said. 
As American cities spread. 
the dancer of rabies increases. 
Beck said, because foxes and 
o'her animals which carry the 


discase live iii the nearby wood­ 


ed areas. 
In the Baltimore area, tor e x ­ 


ample, there have been three 
recent u ti ack* by packs of dogs, 
he said. Iii one, 19 animals were 
killed iii the zoo and the two 
others involved serious inpiry to

One reason for the dog prob­ 
lem, lie said, is that ninny peo­ 
ple move to the e.t.v and buy at­ 
tack trained dogs for protection.
